SATAN’S MASTER STROKE 

Civil Rights Bill S1731 calls for an execu- 
tive power grab unheard of in the history of 
Constitutional government. How Bill S-1731 
brazenly violates our Constitution in areas 
hitherto thought to be inviolate, is here 
shown. Below are excerpts from the July 11th 
speech of Senator John Stennis of Missis- 
sippi on the President’s Civil Rights Bill.

WHAT THE BILL SAYS 
“Title 1 of the Bill deals with the voting 
rights and the registration and qualifica- 
tions of electors. There is not a word in our 


Constitution which vests the Federal gov- 


ernment with the power, authority or right 
to determine the qualifications of electors. 
The proposed legislation would authorize the 


“Attorney General to institute suit at Govern- 


ment (taxpayers’) expense—to obtain the 

appointment of Federal voting referees who 

would have the authority to declare . 

that thousands of individuals were qualified 
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year by the people of the several states and 
THE ELECTORS IN EACH STATE SHALL 
HAVE THE QUALIFICATIONS REQUI- 
ISTE FOR THE ELECTORS OF THE MOST 
NUMEROUS BRANCH OF THE STATE 
LEGISLATURE.” 
‘Article 2, Section 1: 

“Each state shall appoint, in such manner 
as the legislature thereof may direct @ 
number of electors.....” 


WHAT THE BILL SAYS 
“Title II deals with public accommodations, 
including hotels, motels, restaurants, lunch 
counters, theatres and all retail establish- 
ments. This provision, if passed, would toh

WHAT THE CONSTITUTION SAYS 
The Fourth Amendment states: 
“The right of the people to be secure in their 
person. houses, papers and effects, against 
unreasonable searches and seizures, shali 


-pot be violated... . .” 


WHAT THE BELL SAYS 

“Title TIT deals with the enforced deseg- 
regation of public schools. It would be the 
Attorney General who would be vested with 
the power to institute litigation at taxpayers’ 
expense. 

“Title IV proposes to create an un-neededl 
new agency ..... This would authorize 
the hiring of a group of bureaucratic

“Title VI would authorize the President 
.. ... to inflict punitive punishment against 
the indigent population of a State and against 
the State itself, by the withholding of fin- 
ancial assistance, grants, loans, etc., frorn 
Federal funds, if it were decided that dis- 
crimination existed .... .” 


WHAT THE CONSTITUTION SAYS 

In answer to the three articles above, 

we quote the 9th and 10th amendments 
to the Constitution: 
“9 The enumeration in the Constitution 
of certain rights shall not be construed to 
deny or disparage others retained by the 
people.” 

“10. The powers not delegated to the 
United States by the Constitution, nor pro- 
hibited by it to the States, are reserved to the 
States respectively, or to the people.”
